A Letter From a Soldier 
In the Marianas Islands 
Dear Friends in Christ, 

It has been some time since I have 
sent a letter in but that same God yet 
rules my life. I have many things to 
be thankful for and I do give all 
praise unto His name. 

I will try to tell you just a little 
about our work that we are trying to 
put over the top for Christ Jesus, not 
to make a name for ourself but want- 
ing to do the will of God. We have 
had a little Bible class going here now 
since shortly after the Island was se- 
cured. We met with only a number of 
two the first night but still held on to 
God to help us carry on as there was 
so little to point men to Calvary. The 
number began to increase a little 
more as weeks went by. So many I 
found knew nothing of God’s Word 
but we went on praying and begging 
God to help us and now we have a 
class that runs from a dozen to 
twenty, also have a little choir 
started and for about eighteen nights 
in a row now some of them have been 
visiting a hospital near-by, singing 
the old gospel hymns and _ testifying 
of God’s great love right in the wards, 
going from one to the other trying to 
help souls find Jesus, the One who 
loved us all so much to die for us 
that from sin we might be free. 

Brother, sister, you may wonder 
what the encouragement of a boy is

cate their lives anew amid tears of 
gratitude and blessings, and of the 
Sunday evening evangelistic services 
where sinners repent and make peace 
with God. If it were possible that one 
could stand above and look down on 
our two thousand, five hundred and 
fifty-five churches all in worship at 
one time, it would indeed be a won- 
derfil sight, and would surely banish 
any feeling of loneliness that some of 
our little churches or isolated mem- 
bers might have at times. This great 
throng of tens of thousands of blood- 
washed, Holy-Ghost-baptized saints of 
God of many nations and tongues are 
praying for each other and they stand 
together as one united wall against the 
satanic powers of evil. 

INCREASE BLESSINGS OF GOD 

The first eight months of this As- 
sembly year from September to April 
inclusive, the evangelistic report is 
evidence of the increased blessing of 
the Lord upon His people. Last year

Our net gain in membership 
the past eight months is 4,377, which 
I consider a very fine gain. 

GOD BLESSING IN OTHER 
NATIONS 

We cannot tell of the blessings of 
the Lord in all of the other nations 
of the earth, but I have a letter from 
Brother John P. Kluzit, overseer of our 
work in Haiti, which speaks for itself. 
It is printed below for your con- 
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venience: 
May 15, 1945 

“January was the month of conven- 
tions and we were away from home 
most of the time. Two weeks of won- 
derful blessings at Cayes where we 
baptized 215 in a river near the mis- 
sion was a glorious experience. Three 
thousand and more of our people at- 
tended and glowing reports were 
given from every church. Then at 
Petit Goave, where our Mission Board 
bought a big two-story house for the 
Bible School and day school of the 
Church, we baptized eighty-three on 
the seashore. In our big auditorium in 
Port-au-Prince, where just a month 
ago we had baptized thirty-three, we 
baptized twenty-six. Then at Anse-a- 
Veau, where Brother Cross caught 
malaria a few years ago with which 
he almost died, we baptized nineteen 
in the ocean. At Bassin General, for 
the Fort Jacques District, we had a 
blessed convention where we baptized 
fifty. All of these made a grand total 
of 393. In several other districts we 
held conventions, but waited for the 
baptismal service to be held at a later 
date, as we were expecting Brother 
Cross to be coming soon. 

“January 31! Memories of the first 
day we arrived in Haiti—just seven 
years ago at the call of the Lord! The 
Lord has blessed the work with the 
salvation of thousands of souls, for 
which we praise His dear name! 
February—pastoral work in and about 
Port-au-Prince, preparing the choir 
for the radio broadcasts twice a week 
—trying to manage to keep up with 
all the work in spite of gas and tire 
difficulties. The Lord helped us get 
through! Praise His name! 

“March was a red-letter month be- 
cause of the visit of Brother J. S. 
Brinsfield of the Mission Board. He 
was able to stay only a few days, as 
he had a long tour to make of other 
mission fields that are more out of 
the way. He was a real blessing in all 
the services we attended together—at 
Bizoton, then ’way up in Furcy by 
horse and on foot, at Leogane where 
the dark night was lighted up by Pas- 
tor Maturin’s Delco, at Petit Goave, 
“next to the sea” (one place where we 
could sleep peacefully without nets), 
and at Port-au-Prince at the big Cen- 
tral Church and at one of the small 


city missions in a very crowded quar- 
ter. His visit was an inspiration to us 
all. 

“At the pastors’ quarterly confer- 
ence, also in March, we heard many 
encouraging reports from each district. 
Especially encouraging was the news 
of a great hunger and seeking of the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. In Laborde 
during one week there were twenty- 
two baptized in the Holy Ghost. Praise 
God! 

“Easter was the most outstanding 
event in April, which was commem- 
orated by a baptismal service in Port- 
au-Prince of twenty-eight candidates 
who had been accepted out of a class 
of sixty. Also we made arrangements 
to publish a new song book for the 
church. This will contain three hun- 
dred songs in French and Creole, many 
of which Sister Kluzit has translated. 
This work on the song book, together 
with the radio work and pastoral 
duties, keeps us tied down considerably 
to Port-au-Prince. However, we have 
sandwiched in a number of long trips 
—one to Gonaives, where we baptized 
ten in the ocean before a great crowd 
that came from the city and witnessed 
this beautiful service in the most re- 
spectful manner that we have re- 
marked at any such service thus far 
held out-of-doors in Haiti. We also 
made several trips to Petit Goave to 
help in the instruction of the Bible 
School classes going on there. 

“The work of the Holy Ghost in a 
great revival is still going on here in 
Haiti with ever-increasing momentum 
as the return of the Lord draws nigh. 
There are many things about this re- 
vival that we do not understand, but 
we can see God’s hand at work in the 
salvation of souls and we are satis- 
fied to do everything He shows us we 
must do for His glory. In Port-au- 
Prince, at almost every service, there 
is an average of between ten and fif- 
teen saved. These people coming from 
all over Haiti are in constant move- 
ment, it seems, so that many of them 
returning to their own part of the 
country take the gospel back with 
them. The need of the gospel is very 
great, but the encouraging thing about 
it all is that the people are also open 
to receive it in most places where we 
are located. Fer this we praise the 
Lord! 

“In the orphanage, our church is 
taking care of thirty-two little girls 
(ages two to sixteen) and is doing a 
fine work, which is also appreciated 


by the government officials. Two

Bill 

Gov. Earl Warren, of California, 
has vetoed the “Conscientious Objec- 
tor Bill.” He said that the request 
that “applicants for public jobs to 
state whether they would be willing 
to bear arms in defense of the United 
States—sought by indirection what it 
would not be constitutional to do 
directly—bar conscientious objectors 
from public employment.”

Or even a per- 
son who wants to have the benefits 
of Christ’s atonement but who does 
not want to serve Christ. Yet, the 
conscientious objector is the highest 
symbol of free men.

The War 
Between the States cost more than 
$15,000,000,000, with pensions included, 
and the war with Spain above $2,000- 
000,000. World War 1 was listed thus: 
To June 30, 1919, $25,729,000,000; con- 
tinuing costs (pensions, interests, 
etc.); since then, $16,036,000,000 (tr 
June 30, 1934) ; total to that date $41, #™** 4 
765,000,000. 


“In this war the expenses mounted 
steadily. In the few months of our 
participation in 1941 $6,700,000,000 
was needed. Then the figures leaped 
ahead with: 1942, $28,300,000,000; 
1943, $75,100,000,000; 1944, $89,700,000- 
000, and already through May 5 of 
this year, $75,903,000,000. To meet 
these costs the federal government 
received money chiefly through two 
sources: First, taxation, and, second, 
the war loans. In the first category, 
$124,882,000,000 came in through 
taxes on individuals and corpora- 
tions, and from other sources. This 
total of receipts was split as follows: 
In 1941, $7,607,000,000; 1942, $12,799,- 
000,000; 1943, $22,282,000,000; 1944, 
$44,149,000,000, and through May 5, 
1945, $38,045,000,000. In the six bond 
drives, previous to the Seventh War 
Loan campaign now in progress, a 
total of $122,762,000,000 has been se- 
cured.”

I was born in a small town in Indi- 
ana. My father was a coal miner and 
a very rough man. He was honest and 
straightforward but was addicted to 
the curse of gambling and drink, yet 
always provided for his family. First 
Mother was inclined to be religious 
and was a member of the Methodist 
Church, but finally gave in to drink- 

g although she sent us children to 

unday School. 

At the age of about eight years, we 
moved to Warren County, Indiana, and 
there I attended school until I was 
fourteen years old. My father was 
working in the mine and, like lots of 
boys, I made the mistake of thinking 
I had all the education I needed. I 
thought I was a man and should go 
to work, which I did. It was not long 
until I started to follow in the foot- 
steps of my father. I attended church 
once in a while but never thought 
much about my soul, so I grew worse 
and worse after drink. 

At, the age of eighteen years, I met 
and married Miss Mamie Boyd, who 
was a laundry worker and a fine girl. 
She also came from a home of drink- 
ing but never took to drink, for which 
I thank God. 

At the age of about twenty years 
we began to attend church and 
were saved in a revival in the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church. We 
tried to live a Christian life but had 
no power to resist the worldly vices so 
we were not very spiritual. 

After a while, there came a hunger 
in my soul to get closer to the Lord so 
I began to pray for a closer walk with 
Him. As I prayed, I received the call 
to the ministry but was afraid I could 

ever fulfill the call. Finally I 

ielded and took up the study course 
that the Church had at that time, 
but study as I did, I never found what 
I was looking for to satisfy my soul 
until they gave me the history of the 
Church of God to study.There I learned 
about the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
I had never heard of the Pentecostal 
people at that time, but something 
told me that that was what I needed. 
The history said it was a gift to be 
sought by young ministers so I began 
to pray for it but found that I was not 
ready for it as I had never been sanc- 

fied. I began to inquire about that 
blessing and went from church to 
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church to find out about it. Some 
taught one thing and some another. 
Some said you grew into it but I had 
been saved three or four years and 
had not grown any better. Some said 
it was a second definite work and 
took place at once, which I decided 
was the right way and began to seek 
for it. About that time a Pentecostal 
preacher came to the little village and 
set up a tent. The church people told 
us not to go. They said they were the 
“tongues people” and they had fits 
and it was of the devil. But my soul 
was hungry for more of God so I de- 
cided to go see for myself. I went and 
found the same thing as happened 
many years ago in the history of the 
church to which I belong. The 
preacher preached under the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Ghost but I could not 
understand the tongues. 

I kept on praying and consecrating 
myself to the Lord, and one night in a 
big revival in the Methodist Church 
the Lord wonderfully sanctified me, 
and such blessings as I received! I 
was full of power and glory. Some of 
the people thought I had lost my 
mind over religion. Well, hallelujah, I 
lost the old carnal mind and received 
the mind of Christ. The power was on 
me so I thought I had received the 
Holy Ghost and thought maybe the 
Pentecostal people were wrong, that 
you did not have to speak in tongues 
to have it. As I was blessed so much I 
quit seeking for the Baptism because 
I thought I had it. After about two 








months, the blessing began to leave 
and the hunger came back. Then I 
knew that I had not received the Holy 
Ghost, so I began to pray and seek 
once more. I would fast and pray and 
read my Bible. One day I fasted all 
day. That afternoon another brother, 
who was seeking for more of God, and 
I walked twelve miles to a Pentecostal 
meeting. When the altar call was giv- 
en, he went to the altar and I went 
behind him to pray for him. When I 
started to pray for him, the Holy 
Ghost baptized me and I did speak 
with tongues. 

Then the call to preach the gospel 
came stronger than ever so I began to 
go out to preach. In my ministry 
many sick folks were healed but I was 
not learned in the way of the Spirit, 
therefore was not very well es- 
tablished in the faith. Like Peter of 
old, I had a great zeal but not accord- 
ing to knowledge; I would get dis- 
couraged easily, give up, and go back 
to work in the mines. Then the bur- 
den would get so heavy I would give 
up my job and go out again. I would 
not beg for money so I got very little. 

My wife who had not followed me 
into the experience of the Holy Ghost 
could not understand how I could 
leave her and the children and go out 
and preach, so I began to stay at 
home and work. 

After a while, I went to Pontiac, 
Michigan. I still had some victory, but 
as Iwent to the Free Pentecostal 
churches and found them _ divided 
and quarreling among themselves, I 
began to lose out in my soul. When 
my wife came to Michigan, not being 
sanctified, she thought it was all 
right to go to shows and to the bath- 
ing beaches. In a moment of 
weakness, I gave up, and when I did, 
started down into the old life again 
by drinking and quarrelling with my 
family. I got so low I would take the 
money she washed for and buy liquor. 
I would lie to her and would beg people 
to buy me a drink. I was in that con- 
dition for about three and a half 
years. 

One night in a tent meeting I came 
to myself like a prodigal son who 
came back to his father’s house. I was 
a physical wreck in my body. My 
lungs were eaten up with cigarettes, 
and bad liquor had ruined my stom- 
ach, but God healed me and refilled 
me with the Holy Ghost. My wife 
would not go to the Pentecostal 
churches with me so I began to pray

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DIVINE HEALING. 


James 5:14-16, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of 
the Lord: and the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; andif he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed. The effec- 
tual fervent prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much.” 

We have read volumes on this very 
important subject, telling us just as 
near as itis possible what divine 
healing is, and the conditions which 
must be met before it is possible to 
receive this one of the greatest of 
blessings that our Lord has bestowed 
upon humanity; but to the writer of 
this article it appears that most, if 
not all writers fail to try to show to a 
sick and needy world that this is a 
definite command in the Word of 
God, and we are commanded to go 
to no one but God for the healing of 
the body, as it is for the healing of 
the soul of its sin-sickness. 

We do not, and will not say any- 
thing to discredit the physicians and 
surgeons of this world, as they are ac- 
complishing great things for those 
who cannot believe the Word of God 
for their bodies. The people cannot 
comprehend the goodness of God in 
making this wonderful provision who 
have not accepted Him as their per- 
sonal Savior. 

Those who are of the world are in 
no way prepared to appropriate the 
wonderful blessings of God. While the 
Lord has seen fit to heal an occasional 
sinner, the blessing is primarily for 
the Church. 

We can see in the above passage of 
Scripture three conditions which es- 
pecially are to be met for definite 
success in divine healing. We should 
remember that James said, “For who- 
soever shall keep the whole law, and 
yet offend in one point, he is guilty of 
all,” James 2:10. According to the 
Word no lawbreaker shall be permit- 
ted to partake of divine blessings. 

The first commandment required to 
receive healing is to “call for the

elders of THE CHURCH,” James 5:14, 
(and not the elders of some church). 

Second, “confess your faults,” not 
mine, nor someone else’s. Faults are a 
hindrance to any blessing. If you 
have only one fault, confess that one. 

The third condition, “pray for for- 
giveness if you have committed sins.” 
John said, “Beloved, I wish above all 
things that thou mayest prosper and 
be in health even as thy soul prosper- 
eth,” 3 John 2, 


Folks today are asking this ques- 
tion, “Who are the elders of the 
Church, and where can we find 
them?” Who is responsible for folks 
not knowing where to find the elders? 
The answer must surely lie at the 
doors of those who profess to be el- 
ders. Many elders are tucked away 
somewhere in seclusion and not per- 
mitting their light to shine before 
men, that they may see their good 
works, and glorify the Father in 
heaven. Matt. 5:16. In order to let our 
light shine we must not fail to preach 
the whole gospel and PRACTICE 
WHAT WE PREACH, and divine heal- 
ing is an essential part of the gospel 
of Christ. He began and finished His 
ministry with acts of healing sick 
bodies. Some who call themselves 
members of the Church of God ob- 
ject to reasonable mention of healing 
in the pulpits, but the Apostle Paul 
said to the overseers at Macedonia, 
“For I have not shunned to declare 
unto you ALL the counsel of God.” Paul 
is a very striking example of what an 
elder of the Church of God should be, 
not afraid to preach the gospel, which 
also included the doctrine of the 
Church of God, so that those who 
sought the blessing might know 
where to find the elders of the 
Church, and the directions of St. 
James might be carried out and both 
soul and body be healed of their dis- 
eases. (Remember, healing comes 
from the Lord.) 

In his letter to the Church of God 
at Corinth, the Apostle says, “For this 
cause many are sick and weakly 
among you, and many sleep” (dead). 
They ate and drank unworthily, not 
discerning the body of Christ. Some- 
one must have failed to preach the 


WHOLE GOSPEL at one time. We 
must be able to discern the Church 
(body of Christ) and be subject to 
the government of the same in order 
to enjoy the richest of His blessings. 
Those who compose the body of 
Christ are eligible to greater blessing 





than any people on earth. It there-#~ = ce 


fore remains the duty of every minis- 
ter that graces a Church of God 
pulpit to help his parishoners to see 
the New Testament Church and all 
its workings, or else he will be a dis- 
grace to his church and community, 
and rob many of the blessings pro- 
vided in the atonement by our Lord 
and Savior, Jesus Christ. 

Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned. And 
these signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve; In my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them; THEY SHALL 
LAY HANDS ON THE SICK AND 
THEY SHALL RECOVER.” St. Mark 
16:15-18. 


Elders, do you believe, and can you 
stand on the promises of the only be- 
gotten Son of God? What was it that 
He said about the ones that believed 
not? I wonder how many of the elders 
of the great Church of God can lay 
hands on the sick and say to them 
the very words that David said, “He 
healeth ALL thy diseases,” Psa. 103:3. 
It should be said of the ministers of 
today, just as it was said in the daygy 
of the early Church, “And they went 
forth, and preached everywhere, the 
Lord working with them, and con- 
firming the word with signs follow- 
ing,” Mark 16:20. Now what were 
those preachers preaching? I believe 
that they preached Christ in all His 
offices. Some appear to be afraid of 
the gospel of healing and also great- 
ly discredit it as an essential part of 
the gospel. Brethren, the Lord will 
bless your ministry in far greater 
measure if you will not fail in any one 
phase of the gospel. 
please Him we must, like the Apostle 
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Paul, “declare the WHOLE counsel of 
God.” 

Surely they preached the doctrine 

f the Church of God with such unc- 

G:: and power that those who were 

in the midst of their flock who were 


despisers of government (Church 
government), self-willed, presump- 
tuous, wells without water, clouds 


driven about with a tempest, wander- 
ing stars to whom the mist of dark- 
ness is reserved forever, could not 
stand before them in silence, but ex- 
posed themselves through their re- 
bellion against the Truth. It may be 
that none of this kind were ever in 
your congregation. Preach the gospel 
and they will be discovered and then 
the Lord will bless you. Preach divine 
healing and you will experience 
greater things where there is unity 
in the Church of God, which is God’s 
instrument of unity. 

Preaching true Church doctrine 
will bring persecution from the 
enemies of the Church (organized). 
It may cause our tithes to be reduced 
somewhat, and cause the attendance 
to drop off temporarily, but the bless- 
ings in the end will be far greater. Let 
us get our eyes off the crowd and not 
be ‘greedy of filthy lucre, keep our 
eyes upon the Lord and see what He 
will do for us. 

Some cannot preach the full gos- 
pel as they find themselves, at the 
first sign of a severe spell of sickness, 
in the hospital under the surgeon’s 
knife. Again we do not show a lack of 
respect to the doctor, but we must re- 
spect and obey the commandment of 
the GREAT PHYSICIAN to be faithful 
unto death, and then He will give us 
a crown of life. I want that crown, 
don’t you? Many of us think that 
when we get sick we just have to get 
well right away as the Lord cannot do 
without us under any circumstances. 
Listen, if He needs you so badly He 
will get you out of bed more quickly 
than a thousand doctors, and leave 
you in better condition and with more 
joy in your soul. We saw two mira- 
cles of healing two Sundays in suc- 
cession, one December 17, the other 
December 24, 1944. 

Our former state overseer, in a 
message, stated that we were ap- 
pointed to suffer. If we keep our ap- 
pointments with God, He is pledged 
to keep His appointments with us. 
Only he that endureth unto the end 
shall be saved. 

It takes consecration to go along 
with God. The devil tries his best to

get us scared, and if he does he has 
won a battle. Are you afraid to die? 
If you are, just consecrate a little 
more to God. He invites you to step 
up out of the valley of doubt and 
fear. 

Divine healing is for the people of 
God. Other means are used by those 
who are strangers to God. Those who 
are of the world cannot partake of 
the divine nature without repentance 
first. One cannot continue in sin and 
retain that divine nature that God 
has planted in the soul. He commands 
His children to separate themselves 
from everything unholy. “Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with unbe- 
lievers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness? And what concord hath 
Christ with Belial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an _ infidel? 
And what agreement hath the tem- 
ple of God with idols? For ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God hath 
said, I will dwell in them, and walk 
in them; and I will be their God, And 
they shall be my people. Wherefore 
come out from among them, and be 
ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing; and I will re- 
ceive you (heal you too), and will be 
a Father unto you, and ye shall be my 
sons and daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.” 2 Cor. 6:14-18. 

“Having therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and the spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God,” 2 Cor. 7:1. We are 
God’s own property. Jesus said, con- 
cerning His disciples in His prayer to 
the Father, “I have given them thy 
word; and the world hath hated 
them, because they are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world. 
I pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil. 
They are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world,” St. John 17:14- 
16. 

Jesus did His part in helping the 
Father to keep His followers from the 
evil by shedding His precious blood 
upon the cross of Calvary, but if we 
fail, or refuse to preach the full gos- 
pel, and healing is a part of the gos- 
pel, we are doing nothing but tramp- 
ling that precious blood under 
our unworthy feet. Jesus prayed for 
the Father to keep the disciples from 
the evil. We may understand this to 
be anything that would be used as a 
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substitute for the blood of Jesus. Men 
are inclined to listen to the voice of 
the world and to accept their inven- 
tions and run the risk of all danger- 
ous aftereffects, rather than to take 
God’s Word for the remedy that is 
absolutely safe and painless with a 
glorious blessing which comes just as 
the healing is being accomplished, 
and we can continue to face the world 
and declare that we are still the chil- 
dren of a King. 

While using any means other than 
that which the Word of God recom- 
mends, we should be definitely re- 
minded that we are letting the world 
(unbelievers) have charge of God’s 
property. These bodies are not our 
own, but belong to another, and in or- 
der to please Him, must use that 
which He has given usin the way 
that He directs. God loves these bod- 
ies just as well as He loves the soul. St. 
Paul said that these bodies are the 
temples of the Holy Ghost. God gave 
him the authority to say this. God 
created man out of the dust of the 
earth and breathed the breath of life 
into his nostrils, and man became a 
living soul. Just imagine one with 
such great creative powers, who used 
them to create such a being as man 
and not able nor willing to keep that 
body in repair, if you can. How does 
God get glory out of any other 
method? It takes just the same faith 
to heal the body at it does to save the 
soul, and vice versa, and “without 
faith it is impossible to please him: 
For he that cometh to God must be- 
lieve that he is, and that he is a re- 
warder of them that diligently seek 
him,” Heb. 11:6. Jesus said, “Never- 
theless when the Son of man cometh, 
shall he find faith on the earth?” St. 
Luke 18:8. 

Without faith we become fearful. 
Remember John 3:16, go on and 
preach the whole gospel and _ trust 
God. We find preachers and laymen 
who are afraid to trust Him. We won- 
der whether or not many of them are 
saved or just holding a job. On the 
Church of God ministerial examination 
blank we find this question, “Do you 
and your companion trust the Lord 
for healing of yourself and family 
when sick?” Do you hide from the 
Lord when writing the answer to this 
question, or does our Church accept 
ministers who do not believe God? 
The true Church of God should have 
within her ranks the most fearless, 
and the most healthy members of any

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With the Hoggatts in the Guate- 
malan Harvest Field 


The Indians of Guatemala, we are 
told, were here a thousand years be- 
fore the birth of Christ and had their 
own culture, costumes, customs, and 
lore. “In religion they were polytheis- 
tic, with a long roll of major and mi- 
nor deities, each of whom had 
his own highly conventionalized sym- 
bol in their art and writing. Most 
revered was Hukulcan, whose symbol, 
the plumed serpent, still is found 
everywhere in sculpture and decora- 
tion. He was their god of wisdom and 
nature, their lawgiver and progeni- 
tor of a new religion that did not de- 
mand human sacrifice. A _ supersti- 
tious people, they believed in all man- 
ner of omens, good and evil, in divine 
power of witch doctors to cure the 
sick with incantations and medicinal 
herbs.” 


Then in 1524 came the Spaniards 
under Pedro de Alvarado and with 
them came the priests and friars 
teaching their new doctrine. The In- 
dian used the symbols of the Chris- 
tian faith as a guise under which to 
worship their pagan gods. The cross, 
for example, signified many things to 
the Maya—the four winds of heaven, 
the four directions, everlasting life. 
Elaborate ceremony, incense, prayers, 
music, images, symbols of deities, 
were known to the Indians long be- 
fore Christianity arrived on horse- 
back. The Spanish priests likewise 
adopted symbols of the Indians and 
gave them Christian meanings. This 
practice was not and is not original 
with the church in Guatemala. In 
Europe, centuries ago, the church 
made many compromises with pagan 
faiths to gain influence over rites it 
could not stamp out. 


And today the Indian can be seen 
kneeling on the steps of a Catholic 
church praying to his gods, burning 
incense and candles to them, and 
then rising to enter the church to pray 
to the Christian God and to burn in- 
cense and candles. To this land of su- 
perstitution, mixed religion, and mixed 
people came the “sent” of God to de- 
clare to those in darkness that Christ

is the salvation of man. These men 
boldly stood out against sin and su- 
perstition and taught the Word of 
God. For this they suffered from the 
hands of the brujos, witch doctors, 
and priests alike as well as from the 
populace incited against them. 
Contrary to the popular belief that 
sixty-five years ago in the time of 
Barrios the first missionary entered 
Guatemala, one Federico Crowe, an 
Englishman born in Belgium, later 
born again “not of blood, nor of the 
will of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God” in Belie, British 
Honduras, and baptized by a Baptist 
missionary there in the year 1837, 


landed in Guatemala in 1841 at the’ 


port of Izabal. Federico Crowe plant- 
ed the Word of God by Testaments, 
Bibles, and preaching, among the In- 
dians of the Atlantic side, and in the 
year of 1843 arrived in the capital, 
Guatemala City, after much hardship 
and suffering. In 1845, a hundred 
years ago, he taught in his own school 
in Guatemala City, but suffered much 
at the hands of the Catholic bishops 
who did not want the Word of God in 
Guatemala, and was finally expelled 
by force from the land in April, 1846. 

Twenty-five years later Rufino 
Barrios took over the country and 
during his presidency invited mis- 
sionaries from the United States to 
come to Guatemala. The seed that 
Federico Crowe had planted bore fruit. 

On April 13, 1932, eighty-six years 
after the expulsion of the first 
missionary to Guatemala, God poured 
out the latter rain (the Holy Ghost 
baptism) in Totonicapan on the work 
of the Furmans and the Pullins, who 
had been in Guatemala since 1916, la- 
boring for the Master in the very field 
that had first received Bibles from 
the first missionary. The Indians 
walked over the mountains to Salama 
to get them. How I would like to find 
one of those first Bibles! 

That the battle for God’s Word in 
the time of the outpouring of the 
Spirit and the time of Federico Crowe 
was very much the same, we need 
only to compare a few of the notes of 
those men of God. 

Rev. Crowe: “The civil authorities 
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gave me an order requiring that I not 
Sell or give away Bibles. This caused 
me much perplexity. I felt that I must 
obey the magistrates, and at the same 
time felt that I could not refuse to 
give out the Word. Then it occurred 
to me that they had not forbade me 
to loan my Bible to othersso I put 
my name in each one and asked for 
them to be returned to me.” 

Rev. Furman: “Each town opposed 
our entrance and each town entered 
had its special history of attempts to 
discourage or to dislodge us.” 

Rev. Crowe: “The priests also cir- 
culated a petition against my school, 
having eight hundred signatures, in- 
cluding that of the archbishop.” 


Rev. Furman: “October 23, 1920— 
Quiche. Priest has raised the people 
against us and mob gathered to drive 
us out.” 


Rev. Crowe: “I wanted to establish 
a class in the Quiche language and 
to translate the Scriptures into 
Quiche. I continued the practice of 
going to my neighbors and reading to 
them, and in this manner some of the 
best social class heard the gospel. But 
in this the battle was harder than the 
others, for those who worshipped the 
carnal things, the flesh of Mary and 
the crucifix, and of the hosts, attack- 
ed me strongly.” 

Rev. Furman: “January 4, 1920 — 
San Cristobal. Some (presumably the 
evangelistas—at that time we lived 
only a few doors away from the Cath- 
olic Church) stole two of their images 
out of the church. Our neighborhood 


rire 


had the appearance of a hornet nest 


stirred up. At that time they wanted 
to burn us, but the authorities inter- 
vened. It was later discovered, so we 
were told, that one of their own 
priests had stolen the images.” 

Rev. Crowe: “May 1844. The diffi- 
culties of this trip, though providenti- 
ally helped, were large. It was the 
time of the rains. My wife, who was 
afraid to ride a horse, was carried by 
Indians in a chair that I had careful- 
ly covered with rushes .... Twelve 
Indians carried all of my household 
goods the covered chair went 
first, I second, and then the rest in 
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single file. In this manner we crossed 
over the rough mountain passes, steep 
precipices, across the flat lands, 
through rich valleys, often following 


A he bed of a river, constantly crossing 


small streams, and now and then 
crossing swollen rivers dangerous to 
cross, which caused fear to my Euro- 
pean wife.” 


Rev. Furman: “June 20, 1919—Mo- 
mostenango. Yes, I remember that 
was Friday and our wedding was to 
be on Saturday, the next day. We had 
completed our weekly circuit, as 
usual, which included six towns, all as 
hard as this, more or less, and all this 
by horseback. (Before he was able to 
buy a horse he made these circuits on 
foot.) I was dog tired, as usual. The 
meeting was hard as usual, and my 
bed was hard as usual, a plain board 
with well sweated saddle pads in lieu 
of mattress, and for covering, blan- 
kets well stocked with lice collected 
while sleeping on the floor of some 
Indian hut.” 

And so reads on and on the notes of 
both men— accounts of hardships 
and suffering for the cause of their 
Christ, but leaving such testimony as 
this behind, “Those were happy days. 
In the Lord’s will and doing our part 
to fulfill the greatest commission on 
earth, the Lord kept our hearts filled 
with heavenly joy which caused us to 
abundantly triumph over difficulty.” 

On February 13, 1942, we arrived at 
the frontier of this strange land, 
having been sent by the Mission 
Board to help Brother Furman spread 
the Pentecostal message over all of 
Guatemala. 

We began housekeeping in the 
capital city and then began the bat- 
tle such as we had not. known before. 
For eighteen months we could hardly 
speak any or understand the lan- 
guage when spoken to. However, soon 
after getting here, we started prayer 
meetings, going from house to house 
where we could, praying in English 
and the natives praying in Spanish. 


God honored us by pouring out 
His Spirit on the believers. This was 
the first outpouring of the Holy Ghost 
in this part of the country. We had 
contact with one group here in the 
city and a group near the Salvador 
border when we began our work. The 
membership, we had no way of know- 
ing. That was three years and three 
months ago. Now, by the’ grace of 
God, we have nine groups with us 
with a total membership of four hun- 
dred and thirty-four, an average of 
a little over forty-eight to the church. 
Of course, as you know, this does not 
include any of Brother Furman’s and 
Brother Pullin’s work in the moun- 
tains. Comparing this with the last 
report, we have again of seven 
churches, and a membership of two 
hundred and seventy-seven. 


To gain an idea of the field we are 
laboring in, open a church in the 
same block as the Catholic Church in 
your home city, start preaching with 
two or three believers, add _ to this 
rocks thrown on the building, drunks 
disturbing, even trying to discourse 
while the minister is preaching, the 
contempt of everyone in the neighbor- 
hood. These and many other things, 
and you will realize what it takes to 
get souls saved and churches estab- 
lished in these parts. 


Thanks to all the brethren who 
have made it possible. We have a nice 
modern home, rented, in which to 
live. But when out on the field we live 
much like the first missionaries to 
Guatemala, sleeping on benches, on 
the ground, in hammocks, always in 
the presence of countless flees and 
other insects, eating native food and 
always glad to get back home for a 
rest. 


And we can say, as God’s men be- 
fore us have said, we are happy in 
His commission, rejoicing in each 
soul won for Him, for each new 
group, and looking forward to the 
coming of that Great Missionary—He 
who died for Guatemala. Adios pues.

existing body of people calling them- 
selves Christians. The devil is the au- 
thor of fear, God is the author of 

faith. 

We wonder if those who hold up 
heaven as such a wonderful place, 
and so superior to this world, believe 
just what they preach and teach. 
The writer believes that it is, and that 
it is far safer to go on our way trust- 
ing God than it is to disobey Him. Do 
we believe the doctrine of hell, or do 
we preach it? If we are to gain heav- 
en and shun hell, we will have to 
preach the full gospel and practice 
what we preach. We ministers have a 
responsibility which we cannot afford 
to shun. The Apostle Paul said, “Be 
not slothful in business,” the Father’s 
business. 

When we begin preaching the gos- 
pel the devil may try to kill us but, 
“He that is in you is greater than he 
that is in the world.” Let us _ then, 
“Fear God and keep his command- 
ments: for this is the whole duty of 
man, for God shall bring every work 
into judgment,” Eccl. 12:13, 14. 

“Is any sick among you? let him call 
for the elders of the church (of 
God) ,” James. 5:14. The duty of the 
elders (who trust God for their own 
healing) is to pray over the sick, 
anointing with oil in the name of 
the Lord. This is the Lord’s com- 
mandment. But why lay so much 
stress upon this portion of the gos- 
pel? Jesus commanded His ministers 
to preach THE GOSPEL. We minis- 
ters are responsible for those who are 
under our ministry, and must preach, 
both by precept and example.

Remember, “For ye are bought with a 
price; therefore glorify God in your 
body, and in your spirit, which are 
God’s,” 1 Cor. 6:20. “Ye are bought 
with a price; be not ye the servants 
of men,” 1 Cor. 7:23. 

Man says, “You MUST use our phy- 
sicians and medicines.” Jesus said, 
“Fear not them which kill the body, 
but are not able to kill the soul; but 
rather fear him which is able to de- 
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stroy both soul and body in hell.” We 
are living in a day when God’s people 
must stand firm on His Word even 
though persecutions do come. 

God requires His property to be 
taken care of by men who are full of 
the Holy Ghost. The apostles de- 
manded that the Church select seven 
men of honest report, full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom, to feed and pro- 
vide for the widows, that they might 
be fed and clothed.

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Eyes Set in Death—lInstantly 
Healed 


I have often told of the blessed way 
in which Jesus led me unto Himself 
without help from any person, and 
practically no knowledge of the 
Bible. If there was any instruction in 
my early childhood, Satan surely 
stamped out the seed with sin. 

We had a sister who had gone into 
the Deep South, and had become very 
religious. She had joined a church 
quite strange to us about seventeen 
years before. We did not talk about 
her, but upon her knees she talked 
about us to her God. 

Now after spending all my health 
on riotous living and all our sub- 
stance on doctors, the doctors finally 
said they could do nothing for me. I 
began to be horribly afraid, feeling 
and knowing that death was drawing 
near. I had never heard a holiness 
message in my life, but I felt that 
soon I would stand before a God of 
wrath, whom I had insulted and de- 
fied. 

The doctors said I had ulcers, goi- 
ter and a very bad heart. Fora 
year I could take no food without in- 
tense pain, and I lived on soups and 
milk. Finally, only one glass of milk 
throughout the twenty-four hours 
was the only thing keeping me alive, 
as far as food was concerned. I 
weighed one hundred and ten 
pounds, and even my own loved 
ones turned their faces away, hating 
to look at me. I at last became so bad 
that one of my sisters held me in her 
arms all night and I could not close 
my eyes. Not realizing my condition, 
I begged to be taken to the Mayo 
Clinic. My husband, in the deep snow 
of a mountainous country (Utah), 
made a bed in a sleigh, placing me 
within, and started out to the near- 
est railroad, about one hundred miles 
away. After traveling all day, the 
horses falling into deep drifts almost 
every step, we reached a little village, 
our nearest town. The country doc- 
tor there told my husband that there 
was no use to take me on. He took a 
pencil and asking me to follow the 
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pencil with my eyes raised and 
lowered it. Little had I realized the 
reason I could not close my eyes, they 
were set, the natural function of the 
eyelids was gone, they were rigid. 
Oh! death was close indeed, and it 
was I, I who was dying. My fear was 
so intense that I could scarcely speak. 
Every time a sinking spell would come 
they would rub my body and adminis- 
ter stimulants. But, also each time 
brought me nearer, even nearer to 
the edge of eternity, so I repeated to 
myself childish verses, Mother Goose 
rhymes, to keep my mind from this 
horrible, inevitable thing, death! 
Such husks to feed a dying soul upon! 


Being left alone a few minutes, I 
felt myself going. I could not call out, 
I felt my body growing rigid as the 
blood receded from my feet and 
hands. Oh this is it! All at once there 
was a determination within me, “I 
will die praying,” and with all my 
strength I rolled out of bed onto the 
floor. Hallelujah! 

I did not know how to pray but I 
did not have to know how to pray. 
The Lord caught me in His arms, 
gathered me to that loving heart. 
I felt a current like unto electricity 
surge through my body. I jumped to 
my feet, danced, shouted, and ran 
about the room. I grabbed my house- 
coat and ran into the hotel reception 
room. An old lady there, propped in 
an invalid chair, held out her arms to 
me and said, “My darling, is it as bad 
as all that?” “Bad! Bad!” I cried, “God 
has forgiven me for everything I 
ever did! I never was so happy in all 
my life!” “It isn’t so, I don’t believe 
it,” she said. I insisted that it was s». 
Praise His name. My husband was 
called, I was carried back to bed. The 
doctor came and shook his head 
sadly. I had lost my mind he said. 

I began to beg for something to eat. 
I ate everything they brought and 
begged for more. The doctor finally 
gave permission to feed me, thinking, 
I suppose, that I would be dead by 
morning anyway. My eyes had been 


set for three days. My husband would 


not allow me to return to our home at 
once. But after a few days I rode the 
distance (about twenty-five miles) on 
horseback. Praise the name of the 
Lord! I now weigh one hundred and 
eighty pounds, and have for several 
years. The Lord has been my healer 
and keeper for sixteen years. I have 
received such a blessing from writing 
this that I have had to stop and 





praise Him time after time. He always 
blesses me when I tell it, and I tell it 
over and over. He has also done many 
other good things through these few 
years. Let us press on, dear saints, 
and not give up the fight. All glory to 
His matchless name.—Ethel M. Perry.

and fast for her to receive the Holy 
Ghost. About two years later, in a 
meeting one night, which my wife at- 
tended with me, the power fell on her. 
She did not receive the Holy Ghost 
that night but in the next service she 
did receive Him. 


We were in many Pentecostal 
movements but never were fully satis- 
fied until we came into the Church of 
God at Pontiac, Mich., ten years ago. 
All this time I could still feel the urge 
to preach the gospel and would try to 
get started, but couldn’t quite make 
it. I had many blessings in the serv- 
ices but could not fully enjoy the 
blessings of the Lord. 

Finally one night I became convicted 
while singing the song, “I’m on the 
Battlefield for My Lord,” therefore I 
began to do personal work in the shop 
where I was working, and God began 
to bless me and make me a blessing to 
my fellow workers.

The conditions there 
brought the burden heavy on me, and 
I began to testify and to preach to my 
buddies, and God blessed and saved 
some of them. 

About three months ago, I was 
called to Tacoma, Washington. While 
sitting in the train station in Los 
Angeles, a great burden fell on me 
and I knew that I would never be 
able to go back to the shipyards or 
any other job as I felt I had to sur- 
render to the call to preach the gos- 
pel. I started in Tacoma, in a little 
mission on Broadway, and the Lord 
did bless. I came back from Washing- 
ton and terminated my job and am 
now giving my full time to the minis- 
try.

weeks ago our Sunday School of Port- 
au-Prince, under the direction of Sis- 
ter Kluzit, gave an hour’s program 
over the radio, of church songs and 
Bible recitations. It was here that the 
benefit of having these children of 
the orphanage under our direct tute- 
lage was most apparent—for they 
were the center of our entire program 
—knowing all the songs and giving 
most of the recitations. 

“We broadcast twice a week over 
the radio in Port-au-Prince. This has 
already brought in wonderful results. 
Many people who have never attend- 
ed our services in the church, hear 
these programs over the air and are 
favorably impressed with the work of 
the church, and some of them have 
accepted the Lord right in their own 
homes. Two men came to the church 
in Port-au-Prince one Sunday recent- 
ly and told us how they had heard the 
gospel for the first time broadcast 
from our program. They accepted 
Christ as their personal Savior and 
were so happy in their testimony that 
we ourselves were made to realize 
more than ever before the great value 
of this means of reaching the nation 
with the gospel. Some of our people, 
especially in the places outside of the 
capital, have been asking if it were 
possible to have a broadcast daily. 

“Our Bible Schools in different sec- 
tions of the country are also meeting 
with success. In one class where we 
had invited thirty-five women work- 
ers, wives of local preachers and 
women Sunday School workers, for 
two months of study and prayer, all 
but two had received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost before the end of the 
class and when it came time to leave, 
none of them wanted to go home so 
soon, but asked to extend the class so 
that they could learn more about the 
Bible. However, as we have so many 
others—especially young men already 
on the field—over two hundred wait- 
ing for Bible instruction, we must go 
on with other classes of about two 
months each in order to reach them 
all. Praise God for the calling out of 
these young men and women for the 
Lord’s work! It is truly marvelous how 
the Holy Spirit is working in our midst. 
Pray for us that we may continue in 
strength and health and continually 
be in the center of the will of God. 

“It is the prayers going up daily 
for mission work like this that helps 
to make the work a success for Jesus 
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and His glory. Souls are coming in by 

the hundreds and even by the thou- 

sands, and we know it could only be 
the work of the Holy Spirit.

derful service in Lemmon, South Da- 
kota. I think it would be proper and 
fitting to give a part of his letter here 
also, which is as follows: 

“In a rally at Lemmon, South Da- 
kota, on Sunday, April 8, when there 
were a few people other than the one 
local church present, the almost un- 
believable happened. At the close of 
the sermon on missions, when the of- 
fering was asked for, six or eight came 
forward and offered themselves as 
missionaries, three of them with defi- 
nite calls to certain fields. One of 
these was a teacher who had taught in 
the Northwest Bible School for sev- 
eral years. One man gave a $500 war 
bond, four men gave $100 each, five 
gave $50 each, six gave $25 each, and 
about fifteen gave $10 each, and on 
down until the offering in just a short 
while totaled $1,723, which was more 
than three times as much as has been 
given in any rally heretofore. If we 
had had several churches together 
and they had given as freely as those 
people who were there, there is no 
telling what would have been the total 
offering.
